The 
toilets for “ Diane de Lys” include a dress 
of gray silk and plush, with puffings; a 
red satin dress, with an old gold front; a 
mauve dress trimmed with gold lace, aud 
a traveling suit of chestnut-colored beige 
and velvet. 


BoAU.IFUL FANS. 


[New York Times ] 
Rich Ottoman velvets are to be among 
favored autumn fabrics. The shade called 
“ aventurine ” is likely to be preferred. It 
is a gilded hue of brown, and has the ad­ 
vantage of blending w’eli with ecru and 
twine ¡ace. By means of these combina- 
turns the dress is suitable for the present 
season and also for the autumn. A sum­ 
mer dress consists of a habit aud tunique 
of O.toman velvet, with a twine-colored 
surah skirt trimmed w ith lace of a similar 
hue. For autumn wear the skirt is in the 
color of the velvet. It is in deep plaits 
and bordered with a deep chicoree tiim- 
ming and bands of velvet iu the same 
shade. Thtre aie also suits of broeatelle 
and of damaBk, with medium sized de­ 
signs iu satin on faille ground. Far very 
dressy purposes moires damasks are very 
handsome, with designs of bunches of 
roses or floral branches on grounds 
of moire antique. 
The richest among 
these toilets are in cream aud eoru 
color, ivory, and blue and pink, with 
bunches of flowers in two shades of satin 
broche on the moire ground. For half- 
moutuiug wear, grayish damask may be 
employed in different ways. The ikirt or 
front of the skirt ouly may be of this 
damask under an open tunique of blick 
cachemire de l’fnde or black satin. Tec 
garment may be cut in a Montespau polo- 
m.ise or in a polonaise with panniers. The 
round damask skirt ha3a deep double-faced 
chicoree trimming, with one side of black 
satin and the other cf plain or glazed silver- 
gray satin. There are but few* new fabrics 
a3 yet ta bo seen; the whole novelty is 
obtained by the varied combination of ma­ 
terial and trimming. Lawn dresses, for 
instance, are always of the same texture, 
but they are now made as never before. 
Tee same rule ¡3 applicable to all fabrics 
and trimmings, the whole novelty consist­ 
ing in the marmcr in which they are em­ 
ployed ; hence plaid, striped aud pompa­ 
dour goods can always be utilized in new 
ways. Among the fabrics intended for 
autumn wear are plain and striped Sicil- 
ienne, in such combinations as green, 
with wood colored and green stripes, 
trimmed with bows in the 
same 
colar. Woolen and silk plaids are also to 
be used. The goods arc generally cut bias. 
It makes particularly pretty children’s 
suits, and is better suited to the purpose 
than broche goods. Tqg cuffs for tlmse 
costumes are of black or cuiortd velvet. 
In the latter case ruby or green is pre­ 
ferred. There are many ways of draping 
plaid skirts. One of ttie best is to make 
the skirt with large hollow plaits and 
place between each of these flat plaits cut 
of straight goods. This has an odd and 
striking effect, as each time the bias plaits 
opi n the straight ones are seen. When 
plaid goods is puffed the effect is rather 
common, but whichever way it is plaited it 
is always pretty. Waists for these dresses 
arc always plain. If the wearer has a 
slight rigure, the jacket may be trimmed 
with brandebourg8 cut in various ways; 
but for stout ligures there is but one be­ 
coming way to make these waists— with a 
rounded basque in front, and large, hollow 
plaits in the back. They have small, flat 
buttons, and a collar similar to a man’s 
coat collar. Tins opens to show a flat cra­ 
vat. Moss color, when used with the 
warm gray of hemp lace, is a most becom­ 
ing combination for a suit. Russia leather 
shade is darker aud more appropriate for 
brunettes than moss color. When the sea­ 
son advances these dresses will be most 
serviceable of surah glace in two shades, 
one very dark snd the other light, in com­ 
binations of Russia leather with “ baie de 
roses,” navy blue with dark wood color, 
and tobacco with wood color. For blondes 
ail shades of moss and bionze are used 
with bine and “ capucice.” Foulards in 
large design are worn with lace sacque3 or 
with kid cuirasses. Dresses for young 
ladies are of cream-colored gauze canvas, 
elegantly draped and trimmed with lace 
and cream colored satin ribbon loops. 
Kid waists are very becoming tc young 
girls. Rale amber-colored cloth dresses 
are the style at the sea-side. They are 
very plainly made, with a deep plaiting 
and a tunique raised on one side. The 
“ jrquette autrichienne ” is very high in 
the neck, perfectly plain and tight-fitting, 
and fastened all the way down by small 
silver ornaments. The straw hat worn 
with these suits is in the same color, with 
a plume falling over the hair, and a bird, 
w ith a collar of Rhine pebbles. Dresses 
for morning wear have small linen officers’ 
c ,liars, while the jackets and waists have 
similar ones to form double collars. For 
demi-toilets, waists open in heart shape to 
show a fichu or aguimpe vest of ecru lawn. 
It may be in either of the three shades— 
gold, twine, or hemp. Large white fichus 
are reserved for young girls, and large 
guipure collars for children. Collars of 
this shape are worn by women at the sea­ 
side, but are of gray lawn. All suits 
trimmed with twine lace may have a gray 
Mazaría collar, trimmed with twine laee, 
or as la valiiere pelerine. Black lace man­ 
tles arc used by elderly ladies. Stockings 
are made for wear with dresses trimmed 
with twine lace of an article matching the 
lace.Kvery woman of fashion has a complete 
collection of saeques. Some are of painted 
linen cr silk, or of stamped foulard and 
taffetas. Others are of Indian silk, with 
Persian cachemire designs, trimmed with 
reddish Spanish lace. The velvet casa- 
quins in ruby, wine color, and navy blue 
now worn over batiste and muslin dresses 
will continue in use during the winter. 
The “ Valois ” waist of rnby-colorcd velvet 
or satin is very pretty. On the border of 
the basque is a very narrow “ Valois ” 
puffing. Tbe front opens in a sharp point 
to show underneath a vest of cream and 
tuby-colored broche goods. 
It is sur­ 
rounded by a drapery made of three plaits. 
The vest has a very high, straight collar, 
with a ruching oa the inside. On the 
shoulder of the »leevc3 is a leg-of-mutton 
puffing, and below are tine shirrs, which 
reach to the elbow. In the back of the 
basque, falling over the point, is a shell­ 
shaped postilion. 
A visiting dress may be of black satin 
merveilleux and black lace. The satin 
skirt has on tbe lower part a double ruch­ 
ing of the same article. The apron is cov­ 
ered with eight rows of black flounces. In 
the back is a piece of goods draped in waves. 
The satin habit waist is pointed in front and 
buttons straight down the center. The 
small side piece is cut up and joined to the 
side piece of the back, and forms with the 
back a square habit end. This opens in 
the center. Around tbe basque is a row 
of jet trimmings in the shape of medallions. 
On the ends of the basque are four rows of 
this trimming. In the neck is a small, 
straight collar. The Marquise sleeves are 
trimmed with two rows of jet medallions. 
The manila-straw hat worn with this toilet 
has a broad brim raised in front and lined 
with dark-green velvet. Around the crown 
is a plume in the color of the straw. 
Over the starting point of the feather, 
on tbe left side near tbe back, is a large 
bunch of tea roses. Another suit of 
garnet-colored 
satin 
trimmed 
with 
twine embroidery has a garnet-colored 
silk skirt with the whole front covered 
with an embroidered apron. On the lower 
part of the skirt is a deep box-plaited 
flounce with a very full heading. In the 
back is a satin puffing. In front and below 
the waist are two satin panniers bordered 
with embroidered ruffles. The satin waist 
buttonB straight down the center and ter­ 
minates in a sharp point. There is a small 
front side-piece. The back is princesB 
shape, but it is short and fastened wich 
English hooks over the draperies of the 
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trimmed with embroidery. The Marquise 
sleeves have a satin ruching surmounted by 
an embroidered cuff. Coming from under 
the point of the waist is a large twine lacs 
fichu tied in the middle of the front of the 
skirt. The capote matching the Bait is 
lined with garnet colored velvet. On the 
left side is a bunch of pink roses. The 
strings are of velvet. 
Parisian artists no longer confine them­ 
selves to the creations of skilled dress­ 
makers, but lay the leading painters under 
contribution for suggestions, which the 
workers in silks and velvets endeavor to 
faithfully carry out. Thus the latest stage 
costumes which have courted Parisian crit­ 
icism have been designed by Chartran, a 
prix de Rome. They are intended for. 
Mile. Rhea. Among them are three toiUrts 
for wear in “ Romeo aud Juliet,” seVtral 
for “ Ingomar,” and no less than fivr4 for 
“ Diace de Lys,” The great Shake**f>earean 
dress is of white velours grar^pe, with 
trimmings of white pearls. Tb-» second— 
a sort of wrapper—is of pink>jatin, broche 
with silver, with a trimmimg of red plush 
galloon, embroidered wit*n silver, and a 
large silver cording as a p e lt. The “ Ingo­ 
mar’ dresses were copied from the Parthe- 


_ Among the many beautiful presents 
given by the Duke of Aibany to his bride 
was a lace fa>t with sticks of gold, fish 
pearl inlaid with gold. These stick tapered 
toward the point, and became paler in 
coloring. The inlayiug was flora!—Mar­ 
guerites, daffodils and roses—and the de­ 
sign was repeated in the ¡ace, where the 
rose petals were detached and fluttered 
with every movement of the tan. This is 
au illustration of the exceediug beauty of 
some of the most costly class of fans, 
which are of enormous size. Most of those 
not made of lace have lace borders support­ 
ed hv the sticks which constitute a part 
and parcel of the fan itself, coming to the 
very edge of the lace. 
The artistic feeling of the day is shown 
in the exquisite beauty of the painted fans. 
White aud black satin fans, large in size, 
display the most admirable bunches of 
rusts, flags, passion flowers, lilies and hun­ 
dreds of other flowers, all so tine to na­ 
ture in form and coloring that you feel you 
could pluck them. These have the lace 
bordering. Another favorite painted fan 
is in sepia, with charming W atteau-like 
scenes on cream, and equally beautiful are 
the black fans of gray and white, with 
figure subjects. Many of these black fans 
have an applique of lace laid ou all round. 
Large fans, oval at the top, with the side 
ends shorter than those in tbe center, com­ 
posed entirely of smooth, shiny feathers, 
generally shaded, such as red and green, 
are new. They have mostly a silver ring 
slipped over them. Their great beauty is 
in the shading, especially in the gray tones. 
They are also to be had in plain colors, and 
they as often as not have a butterfly in 
green feathers settling on them. They are 
composed entirely of small pigeon feathers, 
and the sticks of many of them are inlaid 
with gold. Another class of the. same sort 
of fan is made with tips of contrasting 
color, and some are spaced, such as brown, 
gray and gold, green, gray and black. 
Another novelty is that in the center of 
many of there feather ribs oblong pieces of 
ivory are let in. But with all these fans, 
the same half crescent shape is preserved— 
short at the Bides, long in the center. 
Circular fans of marabout, shaded and 
in plain colors, not collapsible, are costly 
aud most fashionable. There is a cheaper 
fan of the same class made of feathers, 
with a claw handle, and a beetle or a but- 
teifly in metal resting on it. 
Circular fans covered with lace or with 
flowers, real or imitation, are among the 
latest introductions, and really good addi­ 
tions to a dress. 
There is a grotesque element too, in fans. 
\ ery fashionable are large black satin fans, 
lined with old gold or some other color, 
with a huge monkey or a parrot painted on 
it, the coloring carried down on the stick. 
Some cotton fans at low prices, in brown 
shades, with colored sticks, like cherry 
wood, have designs of Kate Greenaway 
figures in black outline ; and a very large 
number of huge flowered cretone fans are 
selling ; indeed, during the season they 
will he made to match the cotton dresses. 
Much of the old point lace shaped for 
fans is now being remounted, and even 
among those handed down as old the sticks 
and the lace are of very different periods. 
The sticks of Louis XIV. period are the 
most valuable. No one can do wrong iu 
wearing an antique fan of almost any 
period, whether it be of ancient filigree, or 
Oriental, or what not. There is a constant 
demand for these, especially for a very rare 
Venetian dagger-fan, which is only port­ 
able as a fan, for it is a veritable-stiletto 
incased in ivory, after the fashion of a fan, 
and doubtless of Oriental origin, lor the 
Chinese have a dangerous dagger-fan, so 
disguised that no one would guess its use. 
This nation has one also, like a bludgeon— 
of solid steel, handsomely ornamented, the 
blade resembling a Malay kria. With the 
Chinese, a fan would seem to be a neces­ 
sary part of dress, therefore in Chinese 
fans there is a great choice. They have 
different ones ia summer and winter, the 
commonest coolie carries one, and tl e pass­ 
ing news of the day is depicted on them.

METHODS OF DESTRUCTION LAWFUL AND 
UNLAWFUL. 
It is curious to notice distinctions in 
naval warfare between lawful and unlawful 
methods, similar to those conspicuous on 
land. Such projectiles as bits of iron-ore, 
pointed stones, nails or glass are excluded 
from the list of things that may he used ia 
good war, and the declaration of St. Peters­ 
burg condemns explosive bullets as much 
on one element as on the other. 
Un­ 
founded charges by one belligerent against 
another are, however, always liable to 
hrmg the illicit method into actual use on 
both sides under the pretext of reprisals, 
as we see in the following order of the day, 
issued a? Brest by the French Vice-Ad­ 
miral, Marshal Confiaos, November 8, 
1759 : “ It is absolutely contrary to the 
law of cations to make bad war, and to 
shoot sheila at the enemy, v.’ho must always 
ba fought according to the rules of honor, 
with the aims generally employed by polite 
nations. \e t some Captains have com­ 
plained that the English have used such 
weapons against them. It ia, therefore, 
only oa these complaints, and with an ex­ 
treme reluctance, that it has beeu resolved 
to embark hollow shells on vessels of the 
line, but 
is expressly forbidden to 
use 
them 
unless the 
enemy 
be­ 
gin. ' So the English in their turn 
charged the French with making bad 
war. The wound received by Nelson at 
Abonkir, on the forehead, was attributed 
to a piece of iron or a langridge shot. And 
the wounds that the crew of the Bruns­ 
wick received from the Vengeur in the fa­ 
mous battle between the French and En­ 
glish fleets in June, 1794, are said to have 
beta peculiarly distressing, owhig to the 
French employing langridge shot of raw 
ore and old naiis, and to their throwing 
stinkpots into the portholes, which caused 
most painful bsrnings and scaldings. It 
is safest to discredit such accusations alto­ 
gether, for thtre is no limit to the barbari­ 
ties that may come into play, in conse­ 
quence of too ready a credulity. Red-hot 
snot, legitimate for the defense of land 
forta against ships, used not to be consid­ 
ered good war iu the contests of ships with 
one another. Iu the three hcurs’ action 
between the Lively and the Tourterelle, a 
trench privateer, the use by the latter of 
hot-shot, “ not usually deemed honorable 
warfare,1' was considered to be wrong, but 
a w rong on the part of those who equipped 
her for sea more than on the part of 
the Captain who tired them. 
The 
English assailing batteries that tired 
red-hot shot against Gluckstadt, 
in 
1813, are said to have resorted toa “ mode 
of warfare very unusual with us since the 
siege of Gibraltar.” The “ Treatise on 
Tactics,” by the Emperor Leo V I, carries 
back the reccul of the means employed 
against an enemy in naval warfare to the 
ninth centuiv. The things he recommends 
as most effective arc ¡ Crane?, to let fall 
heavy weights on the enemy’s decks ; calt­ 
rops .with iron spikes, to wound h¡6 feet ; 
jurs full of quicklime, to suffocate him ; 
j we containing combustibles, to burn him '; 
j »ra containing poisonous reptiles, to bite 
him, and Greek tire, with its noise like 
thunder, to frighten %s well as buru him. 
Many of thtse methods were of immemo­ 
rial usage, for Scipio knew the merits of 
jars full of pitch, and Hannibal of jars full 
of vipers. Nothing w as too had for us9 in 
those days, nor can it be ascertained when 
or why they cease to be used. Greek tire 
was used with great effect iu the sea-bat- 
tlcs between the Saraetns and Christians, 
hat it is a fair cause of wonder that the 
invention of gunpowder should have so 
entirely superseded it as to cause its very 
manufacture to have been forgotten. Nei­ 
ther does history record the date of, nor 
the reason for, the disuse of quicklime, 
which in the famous fight of Dover in 
1217, between the French aud English, 
contributed so greatly to the victory of the 
latter. — [Tne Gentleman's Magazine.

It is a well known 
fact that under the old or tin pan system 
of butter-making, if the cream was frozen 
or chilled, the fine nutty flavor of the but­ 
ter was destroyed ; even the grain was in­ 
jured, and a mealy butter .belted. In 
many patent creamers brought out, the coi<1 
setting principle is employed, the object 
being to make a radical distinction between 
the serums and the fatB of the milk, but 
while the idea of intense cold may cause the 
cream to h” j '.uijy thrown np, the same 
effect is produced as to allow the cream to 
s become chilled a '.er removal. W henever 
(tfifHyr, on ‘Ci- otiTheTi.ftli, is lorcetl lioidiV 
45 degrees, there is danger of destroying 
the grain and nutty flavor of the butter, 
and the best results will always be found in 
a temperature between 45 and 55 dgrie'. 
In talking with a noted dairyman of New 
York recently, he made the remark that 
the finest flavored and keeping butter 
in the world was made in a room in 
which the temperature could be kept 
at a uniform point, and the miik set 
in tin pans. A nice point is also being 
raised about the chtmicsl difference be­ 
tween cream that :s forced cut of t*js 
in a few hours and cream raised b; 1 
tinpan process. There maybe, af 
there may not be any. If a diffem nl 
exist it is this : Cream that is rapid iyl 
out of milk has got to be excludcil 
the air, that is, raised in a vacuum,^ 
hence does not become oxygenated, 
the case with cream raised from open jl 
The aromatic flavor is now believed t-s 
the result of a decomposition of somei 
the elements of the cream produce 1 by 1 
action of the cecygen of the air, rather th l 
the feeding of any particular food to influ­ 
ence th¡B flavor. The rapidly raised cream 
having been chilled by this contact with 
ice water, has thus had a chemical change 
before its contact with the oxygen of the 
air ; hence is not timiiarly affected. Miik 
set in pails in a pool of water, with their 
covers removed so that the air can come in 
contact with it while coming to the sur­ 
face, would probably not he inferior to milk 
set in pans in pure air—the most perfect of 
all systems as regards high-flavored butter, 
but far from being the handiest and most 
expeditious method in this fast age, when 
minutes are of more value than were hours 
to our grandfathers. 


THE WHiTB YAK. 
Animals of the ox family have been of 
immense service to mankind, and some 
were apparently domesticated at a very 
early period. 
Our well-known cattle, 
varying greatly in size, in the quality of 
flesh aud abundance of miik, are found 
wherever civilization has made any pro­ 
gress. Besides these, there arc the buffalo 
of the eastern continent aud cur bison, the 
musk ox of the frozen regions of North 
America, and the yak of India. The last' 
three show more long hair than the others. 
The yak ia found iu the confines cf Asiatic 
Tartary, the mountains of Thibet and Cen­ 
tral Asia. Like cur bLon, it has a tuft of 
crisp hair on the head and a kiud of lion­ 
like mane, while the under part cf the 
body and the upper part of the legs are 
covered with a thick fringe of long hair, 
reaching nearly to the ground. The full 
long tad resembles that of a horse, and the 
general hair on the body is long, thick and 
soft. The head is short, and the horns 
round and smooth. The immense mass of 
hair uiakus the > ak look very mocil larger 
than it really is, hat, independent of this, 
it is larger than our domestic cattle. It is 
a wild, irascible and dangerous animal, 
and, though domesticated in China and 
Thibet, submits with an ill grace, and 
shows its ili-temper by a grunt like that of 
a hog, from which it is sometimes called 
the grunting-ox. The prevailing color is 
black ; when found white they arc 
highly prized. Its flesh, milk, hide and 
hair .."e all used, the hair being woven into 
stnff.

THE

QCISTION 


It has been thought by many persona 
for some time that the c tly mode of settling 
t ie railroad question in this country is by 
establUhing State ownership of tho rail- 
riada. 
The reasons upon which this idea 
r o ts tend rather to demonstrate the im­ 
possibility of maintaining the present con- 
ditiop, than to shou the feasibility of the 
remedy proposed. 
It is argued that inas­ 
much as the railroads occupy fundamentally 
an ambiguous position under the law, 
being regarded neither as private nor as 
public property, but as something par­ 
taking the attributes of each kind, and 
as the insistance cn the exercise of popular 
sovereignty in 
regard 
to 
them must 
stimulate the disposition to 
“ regulate” 
them, more 
and more, it cannot be long 
until the State is compelled to take charge 
of them altogether, since it will become 
impossible for private capital to control 
them. 
And there is much force in this 
consideration. 
For the view taken of the 
equity of railroad charges depends pri­ 
marily upon the location of the ownership 
and control of the railroads. 
It is a ques­ 
tion as to whether the producer or the 
consumer shall fix the charges. 
If the 
right to do so belongs to the consumer, he 
cannot be expected to acquiesce in charges 
which he has not dictated. 
If it belcugs 
to the producer he cannot be expected to 
consent to the dictation of the consumer. 
Up to the present time the dispute as to 
the silits of the ownership has not been 
determined finally, but since the ultimate 
sovereignty rests in the people, and since 
it is the interest of tho people to have 
cheap rates of transportation, the tendency 
towards enlargement of the element of 
popular control must be constant. 
Nor is there any possible limit to the 
expansion of this tendency, short of State 
ownership. 
For though politicians are 
always ready to pretend that if certain arbi­ 
trary reductions in charges were made, the 
people would be satisfied, exper.ence proves 
that no such assurance can be relied upon. 
Experience proves that when reductions 
are made in existing rates, fresh demands 
for further reductions always follow, and 
as, if the consumer is to fix the rates, he is 
unlikely to be satisfied with any charges 
whatever, it may be presumed that this 
kind of demand would go on until all 
charges for transportation had been abol­ 
ished. 
The fact is that the moment the 
situs of ownership is disputed, and becomes 
confuted, the fundamental principles of 
control are swept away. 
All transactions 
between men rest upon the initial assump­ 
tion that A. possesses something which B. 
wants. 
But if the right of A. to dispose 
of that thing is questioned ; if it is asserted 
that B. has just as mnch ownership in it 
as he, then it becomes impossible to make a 
satisfactory exchange between them. If ab­ 
stract equity alone were concerned we might 
say that the shortest way out of the diffi­ 
culty was to confirm A’s title to the pos­ 
session of his property. 
But this question 
involves many other considerations, aud 
the most influential of them is that of State 
sovereignty. 
It may be regarded as impracticable to 
roll back the tide which is setting so 
strongly iu the direction of State owner­ 
ship of railroads. 
The majority, when 
continually assured by demagogues that 
they are within their rights, and are con­ 
tinually reminded that they possess absolute 
power, are not likely to relinquish any of 
the advantages of that absolute power, nor 
to abandon the dominant position they 
have assumed.

Only when her predictions had been ful­ 
filled was it reluctantly recognized th at 
she had spoken presciently. 
And so it is 
w ith experim ents of this character. 
Every 
fact connected w ith our political system 
serves to show the danger and folly of 
p attin g so com plicated a m achinery in the 
hands of politicians ; b u t tho current has 
set strongly th at way, and u dess popular 
enlightenm ent proceeds much m ore rapidly 
in the future than it has in the past, this 
attem p t to solve the railroad problem will 
in all probability be made, 
ft is delayed 
a t present by the considera ion th a t the 
railroads would have to be p tid for by the 
nation. 
B ut if 
Communis ác doctrines 
continue to spread as t h e | ha 
lately, it is conceivable th a t iijtw o o r three

n o ta tth a t

tion w ith sufficient care, but on a‘review 
we are compelled to express a nbcubt 
w hether after all this plank is w hat tSfie 
party had a right to expect, and w h eth er' 
it m eets the requirem ents of the situation. 
This ig th e p lan k : 
“ H istary and ex- 
“ perience unite to prove th e necessity of 
“ preserving one day in seven as a day of 
“ rest from labor. 
W ithout legislation on 
“ th is subject, the laboring classes m ight 
“ be compelled to continue s unceasing 
“ toil. 
Therefore, we are in favor of ob- 
“ serving Sunday as a day of rest and 
“ recreation ; and while we expressly dis- 
“ avo w the rig h t or the wish to force any 


“ class of our citizens to spend th a t day in 
“ any particular m anner, we do favor the 
“ m aintenance of th e present Sunday laws, 
“ or sim ilar laws, providing for the sus- 
“ pension of all unnecessary business on 
“ th a t d ay .” 
Now all th a t this plank 
pledges the party to is the m aintenance of 
th e present Sunday laws, or sim ilar ones, 
providing for the suspension of all unneces­ 
sary business an t b it day, 
It is obvious 
th a t the m aintenance of the present Sun­ 
day laws cannot am ount to anything, since 
the preseut Sunday laws have been failures 
and dead-letters. 
I t is equally clear 
th a t 
“ eirailar 
ones” does 
not 
im ply 
any more effective legislation, since all laws 
sim ilar to those on the statu te books m ust 
be sim ilarly ineffective. 
The phrase “ un- 
“ necessary business” is also extrem ely 
vagne and indefinite. 
W hat is an unneces­ 
sary business i Wrho is to decide w hat kinds 
of business sre unnecessary ? 
Every n a n 
will hold his own business to be necessary, 
and all in the same line will agree w ith one 
another upon th at point. 
Dow, again, cau 
the m aintenance of the present Sunday 
laws, or sim ilar ones, secure to the labor­ 
ing classes “ one day in seven as a day 
“ of rest from labor ?” 
W e have shown 
repeatedly th a t more 
effective Sunday 
legislation was needed to prevent the aboli­ 
tion of the Sunday rest day. 
B ut the R e­ 
publican platform does not declare in favor 
of more effective legislation. 
I t only de­ 
clares in favor of m aintaining notoriously 
iaefficient laws. In short, when one exam ­ 
ines this plank, and then reflects upon the 
outburst of enthusiasm w ith which the Con­ 
vention greeted it, it is impossible not 
to conclude th a t on th is occasion their 
action was a “ M uch Ado A bout N othing.”

The San Francisco Chronicle expatiates 
through a long article upon the beauties of 
Protection as illustrated by tbe tax upon 
stetl rails, which, it is fatuous enough to 
assert, has ‘ ■ added nothing to the burdens 
“ of the country.” The tariff on steel 
rails extorted eleven millions cf dollars 
from the producers of the country in a 
single year. 
This was the amount cf extra 
aud unnecessary tax paid by the American 
railroads during that period for steel rails. 
Every dollar of that great sum came out 
of the pockets of the people who used 
the railroads. 
B at for that tax these peo- 
p'e would have been eleven million dollars 
batter off. 
They were made to pay it in 
order that a few American manufacturers 
might be eustained in a monopoly which is a 
positive outrage and injury to every Amer­ 
ican citizen who is forced to contribute to 
the support of these firms. 
The fact is 
that there never has been a more flagrant 
fraud and robbery than the steel rail tariff. 
But it does not concern the railroads. 
They do not have to pay the tariff. 
It is 
their customers who foot the bills, and 
who are then expected by such thimble­ 
rigging arithmeticians as the Chronicle to 
accept thankfully the impudent declara­ 
tion that this act of naked robbery has 
been “ a most pronounced success.” 
A 
success it certainly has been for the “ pro­ 
" tected ' firms which have been enriched 
through the plunder of the people; but 
unless the man who has his pocket picked 
ought to be consoled by the skill of the 
thief, the American people have no thanks 
to cffer for their share in the transaction.

impostors and embezz'ers. 
I t m ast be 
adm itted th at the history of American 
Fenianism has given cause for ju st such 
suspicions as these, for it was disclosed at 
one tim e th a t the Fenian fund was being 
expended upon costly dinners and suppers 
a t Delmonico’s, and th a t the ardent pa­ 
triotism of the Head C enter and his num er­ 
ous staff required to be sustained by fre­ 
quent offerings of canvas-backed 
ducks, 
and copious libations of champagne. 
And 
as the m ystery theory does 
not con­ 
vince or satisfy anybody, it seem9 th at at 
last a com m ittee of investigation has been 
appointed, which is to find out—if it can— 
w hat has been done w ith th e missing 
fund. 


KEELY'S MOTOR, 


I t may be rem em bered th a t several 
m onths ago a 1‘niladelphia Court appointed 
a receiver to become the repository of the 
grand secret of the K eely M otor, in order 
th a t the stockholders m ight have some­ 
thing to show for the §150,000 they have 
invested in th a t inscrutable m ystery. 
The 
Receiver accompanied 
K eely for 
three 
m onths, saw him at work on his motor, 
and was supposed to have been intrusted 
w ith the secret. 
A t last he has made his 
w ritten report, b ut the unfortunate stock­ 
holders are not likely to derive much conso­ 
lation from i t 
In effect w hat he says is 
th a t he is satisfied th at Keely has discov­ 
ered an entirely new principle or force. 
A t the same tim e he confesses th at he does 
not know w hat it íb or how it operates. All 
he can say is th a t Keely has a piece of m a­ 
chinery which produces results altogether 
unlike w hat such a piece of machinery 
m ight be expected to produce under nor. 
mal conditions. 
As the conditions appear 
to him abnormal, and as the supposed new 
force is clearly not amenable to any laws 
w ith which he is acquainted, he is unablo 
to describe it, or to say w hat it is which con. 
stitutes the peculiarity in the Keely motor. 
W e are afraid th a t the M oter has been too 
much for the Receiver’s intellect, and th a t 
he has in fact become no saner th an one of 
K eely's stockholders. 
W hat the latter 
Will do now, however, is rath er an interest­ 
ing 
question, 
for they 
are 
obviously 
no nearer 
possession of the secret than 
when they applied to the Court to make 
Keely tell it.

Reporter—Mr. Coske, have you any cb- 
j iction to informiug the public as to the sta­ 
tus of the litigation in the case of the People 
v a A . Lusk k Co. of San Francisco? 
Answer—N ot in the least. 
Rep.—On what charges were A . Lusk & Co. 
arrested ? 
A .—For violation of the quarantine rules 
and regulations for the protection of horti­ 
culture of the Board of State Viticultural 
Commissioners. 
- 
R ep.—W herein did A . Lusk & Co. violate 
the law ? 
A .—B y returning a lot of boxes to J.'Bass- 
ford, Sr., of Vaeaville, without being «disin­ 
fected as required by quarantine rules. 
R ep.—In what court was this case brought ? 
A .—The Police Court of San Francises, 
presided over by Judge Rix. 
R ep.—W hat action was taken there 1 
A .—Previous to the case b ticg brought 
into Court, 
Messrs. Lusk k Co.’s counsel 
agreed w ith Judge D w iaelle, counsel for the 
people, that this cate should be made a test 
case of tbe constitutionality of the law by 
carrying it to the Supreme Court. 
H ow ­ 
ever, the evening previous to the case coming 
befcra the Court, the counsel of Lusk k Co. 
withdrew from such agreement. 
R ep .—D id the c ite come before tho Court? 
A .—Ye», B¡r. 
Tbe counsel of Lusk k Co. 
filed a demurrer, which was argued before the 
Conrt. 
R ep.—On what grounds did he argue the 
demurrer ? 
A .—H e quoted several authorities, but the 
principal argument was that the Legislature 
had exceeded its authority in granting an in­ 
dividual, the Chief Horticultural Officer, ex­ 
traordinary powers. 
Rep — W hat were the arguments in oppo­ 
sition to the demurrer ? 
A .—The people wire represented by Judge 
Dwinelle and W . J . Tucker, who argued that 
the Legislature had not granted extraordinary 
powers to the Chief Horticultural O fficer; 
that the power was granted to the State 
Board of Horticultural Commissioners, which 
was appointed by tbe Governor of the State. 
R ep.—W hat was tho decision given ? 
A —The case war taken und ¡r advisem ent 
for one week, and, as near ar I can recollect, 
the decision was : “ I never heard of such a 
law. and therefore I will sustain the demur 
rer,” or words to that effect. 
Rep.— Has there been any further actim 
taken in the ease ? 
A —Y es, sir. 
The case has been appealed 
to the Suosrior Court. 
R ep.—A t what time do you expect a de 
cisión ? 
A .—I cannot say. 
R ep.—D id you expect such a decision from 
he Felice Court ? 
A .—I canuot say that I w m unprepare i 
for such a decision, a3 I was informed that 
Mr. Lusk stated on the Monday previous to 
tho decision being given that he would gain 
the day. 
However, I must say that the 
opinion of em inent members of the bar led me 
to believe the decision would have been in 
supoert of the law. 
Rep.—W hat effect had the decision on tbe 
work for the protection of horticulture ? 
A .—Son Francisco being the place where 
the work could loe done to the best advan­ 
tage, and the i ’oiice Court having jurisdiction 
of such ca-:e>, the work had to be suspended 
until a decision of a higher Court was deter- 
m ired on the merits of a case twice. 
Rep.— W hat amount of injury do you con­ 
sider such interference has been to the fruit 
interests ? 
A .—It has virtually delayed the work of 
successfully destroying insect pest3 of the or­ 
chard one year in many localities. 
R ep.—W hat object was wished to be nb 
tain ei in opposing tbe working of tbe law ? 
A .— I cannot answer this question more ap­ 
propriately tnan repeating a statement made 
by Judge D w inelle in the San Francisco P o ­ 
lice C ourt: “ The only object he could see in 
opposing this law was that there was more 
protit selling and buying wormy, scaly, etc.. 
fruit than by having to trade in clean fruit.” 
Rep.—Is there any market or espjeial lme 
of business where fruit infested by worms or 
scale insects can be sold ? 
A .—In answering this question without 
explanation, I m ight do au injustice to par­ 
ties having» large amount of capital invested 
iu business 
connected 
with horticulture. 
However, I w i.h to say that I have seen re­ 
turns from San i'ranci co in 1881, allowing 
fen cents per box for Bartlett pear», while 
choice pears of that variety were selling from 
81.50 to 82 per 
box. 
So that at least, I 
know of one firm in San Francisco that have 
disposed of such fruit. 
R*>p.—Speaking of Bartlett pears, what 
advantage do you consider is gained by pro­ 
ducing clean fruit? 
A —A fruit-grower having an early crop of 
Bartlett pears for sale that are free from the 
attack of codling moths has the advantage of 
a variety of markets— first, the Eastern ship­ 
pers : second, home product consumption, 
and third, the packers. 
R ep.—Then you claim that the fruit­ 
grower gaius an advantage in the disposal of 
the fruit from haviog it clean ? 
A .—I claim that the fruit-grower has a 
choice of markets and has something to say 
about the price. 
For instance, if the fruit is 
wormy, the shipper does not want it, neither 
is it sought for for fam ily use ; therefore, 
there is at least one place to Mill infested 
fruit, where it is taken at a price generally 
much below that of clean fruit. 
R ep.— H ave A. Lusk k Co. at any time 
previous to their arrest for violating the law 
conversed with you on the subject ? 
A —1 have conversed with Mr. Lusk only. 
R ep.—W hat grounds did he take in oppos­ 
ing the law ? 
A .—That the law was unconstitutional, ac­ 
cording to the decision of the Supreme Court 
on the cubic air ordinance. 
R ep.—D id Mr. Lusk, in showing opposi­ 
tion to Ihe law, do it openly ? 
A .—H e m ay have done some of it in an 
open, straightforward manner, but I regret 
to soy that, like tnany other men who are 
oniy endowed with a limited reasoning power, 
he used some personalities, so far as I was 
individually concerned. 
For instance, Mr. 
Lusk would meet a fruit-grower, and, talking 
over the subject, he would say, “ This wil! 
cost you 825 000, and Cooke will get the half 
of it. 
The whole thing is a scheme to make 
money.” 
However, he has not, so far as I 
have heard, dared to sign his name to any 
paper where such an assertion was made. 
R ep.—I noticed an item in a San Fran­ 
cisco dealer’s paper, stating that the wholesale 
fruit dealers cf that city have subscribed a 
purse to pay Mr. Lusk’s expenses in defend­ 
ing the suit. 
W ere the dealers combined in 
opposition to tbe law, as represented in the 
item referred to ? 
A .—As to who the wholesale fruit dealers 
referred to are, the statem ent is not clear, 
as the fruit sent to San Francisco is gener­ 
ally handled by commission merchants. And 
in justice to them, at least to the leading 
firms in the business, I think the item re­ 
ferred to was an imposition on the reporter. 
Rap.—W ere the fruit-growers 
generally 
opposed to the eoforcement of the law ? 
A .—Mr. Bissford has stated that he wished 
the boxes disinfected, and did not wish me to 
think that he was opposed to the law. 
I 
may state that the enterprising fruit growers 
of the State are unanimous in support of tbe j 
law, and ir.siet upon its enforcement. 
_ Rep.—Do you intend to enforce the law 
immediately v 
A .—Yes. sir. 
As soon as any person can 
be found violating the quarantine rules. 
Rep —M ay I ask you who are the counsel 
that will represent the people in any cases 
that may arise in the higher Courts ? 
A .—Judge Dwinelle, J. T. Doyle and W . 
J . Tucker, all of San Francisco, and the 
Attorney-General, 
R»p,—From what source do yon expect 
danger in the fall season ? 
A .—From importations of trees and frnit 
into the Slate. 
There is great danger of im ­ 
porting the plum curoulio, which is an evil 
not known in this State at present, and is 
not sought after by orchardists; also, a spe­ 
cies of scale on imported oranges and lemons. 
R ep.—M ay I ark you where the funds 
come from to pay special counsel, etc. ? 
A .—Certainly. 
Th3 funds are fam ished 
by the enterpriring fruit-growers. 
Rep.—Can you estim ate what effect the 
work done has produced in improvement of 
orchard property ? 
A .—Tt would be difficult at the present 
time, without statistics, to state with a cer- 
U in'y. 
B ut in individual cases, at least 
equal to 100 par csnt. on amount expended. 
R ep.—H ad you any difficulty with the 
transportation cim panies in connection with 
tne quarantine laws? 
A .— No, sir.

C h ic o , September 4th.—Our beautiful city 
has again been visited by the fire fiend. Y es­ 
terday m im ing the stillness of the quit Sab­ 
bath vvas broken by tbe alarming cry of fire, 
and im m ediately the clang of the deep-toned 
fire bell called out ihe department. 
The 
scene of tbe fire proved to be the magnificent 
building of the Chico H otel, a fine three- 
story frame built about seven years ago by 
Ira A . W eth' rbee, at an outlay of 830,000, 
and with its furniture, costing 815,000, mak­ 
ing a total of §48,000 in all, ia now a 
smoldering heap. 
The foremost hotel in 
northern California is com pletely wiped out. 
The near proxim ity of the engine-house of 
N o. 1 brought it first on the ground, and its 
members promptly got to work from the cis­ 
tern at the intersection cf Broadway and 
Second street». The hose boys soon followed, 
and had a stream from the hydrant on the 
corner of Salem street, while the steamer 
took up a position on tbe corner of Frout and 
Brodaway, taking water from the hydant at 
the Postoffice. 
The fire, it appear», was tirst 
discovered in the roof of the kitchen, and 
how it came there w ill remain a m ystery. 
The only conjecture is that some sparks had 
falieu from tbe chimney and set tire to the 
shingles. 
It bad made some progress before 
being oiscovered, and soon the end el the 
main bnildiug was attacked. 
The hour was 
about 10 o’clock, and some boarders v ere 
"known to be iu b el. 
The terrific cry of 
“ Fire ! tire !” was sounded through every 
corridor and hail in the house. 
The alarm 
was giveu none too soon, as the devouring 
flames soon enveloped the whole house. Com- 
icg up over the rear wall to the roof, it ran 
aiorg each side with almost lightoing speed, 
ami i i a few m inutes the building was one 
mass if tire.

c mid. 
Paul 
Felloes, 
the 
clerk _ of 
the 
hotel, 
piled 
his books and cash into the safe, and with 
assistance it was run out over the side-waik. 
Oae lady was so anxious to save property 
from one of the rooms, that she bad to ire 
dragged by force out cf the burning building, 
l’he water seemed to fall harmless upon the 
burning pile, and the heat was terrific. 
The 
hm se of N ellie W ires, iu tho rear of the 
hotel, soon cvnght, and in a few m inutes was 
burned to the ground. 
The Armory H all 
building, on the opposite corner of ¡áalem 
street, caught under the eaves, 
but the 
beat was so intense that it was with diffi­ 
culty that 
a stream could be got on it. 
Iu 
this building 
was 
the 
Chico 
Guard 
..rmory, 
containing 
arms, 
uniforms 
and 
furniture. 
Tne northern portion of 
the 
buiidiug was occupied as a lodge-room by 
the A. O. U . \y ., K . of P., H aileck Post, G. 
A. R ., and the Good Templars. 
A small 
portion of the regalia only was saved, and the 
organ. 
On the ground floor was the large 
cannon belonging to the guard, with all its 
equipments, which was promptly run out 
and saved. 
H ailet & Ley, the furniture men, 
had a large lot of furniture stored in this 
building, and Mr. Loy, seeing that the build­ 
ing m ust go, called a lot of men under pay, 
and the whole was speedily got out and 
saved. 
The 
insurance 
on 
this 
furni­ 
ture had been allowed to 
run out 
four 
days previous, owing to an intention to 
remove it $bis week to their wareroom. 
The 
dweliiog-house on the corner of Faiem and 
Front streets, belonging to A. A . Curtis, and 
occupied by J . T. Johnston, was the next to 
go, and also the one next to it, belonging to 
Mrs. Ed. Roole and occupied by John Pen­ 
der. 
Mr. Thiel’s house stood next to Mrs. 
Houle’s, and by great exertion on the part of 
citizens it was saved. 
During the progress 
of the fire the rear cf a row cf brick build­ 
ings on Second street was exposed to a ter­ 
rific heat, ihe open space between the hotel 
building and the rear of Hibbard k Sommers 
and the Chico cash store being only about 
thirty feet. 
Tnis was protected by heavy 
iron doors, and the firemen did heroic work 
in saving this fine row of buildings. Hibbard 
k Sommers had everything packed up ready 
for removal, and were ready for action in 
case cf emergency. 
Tr.e Chico cash store 
moved all its goods, but in the afternoon they 
were put back again with some damage from 
removal. 
T ee total lose is about 856,000, 
with an insurance of about $25,000. 
There is 
littie probability of the hotel being rebuilt on 
the same ground.

Am e r ic a n co n su l in Al e x a n d r ia . 


Colonel Charles C. Lonu, a Central African 
traveler, is the author of the work recounting 
his_ exploits in the Great Basin of the N ile, 
which he called “ Naked Truths of Naked 


P eople.” 
H a was until last Novem ber clerk 
to the Board of Police Justices ia N ew Y'ork 
City. 
Ilia life is full of interest. 
W hile he 
was yet in his teens he was editor of a j ournal 
ia Frederick, M d„ and on the breaking out of 
the war he joined the U nion army, where he 
gained his first m i'itaiy experience. 
H e was 
one of ths American i fficsrs who subsequently 
(in 1868) entered the K hedive’s service with 
the rank of Ms j r. 
For a long tim e he was 
without any important command, but finally 
be was selected by Colonel Gordon to a e,ub- 
c tmmand in bis expedition to Utn'ral Africa, 
ths object of which was to cointd»te the work 
left unfinished by Sir Samuel Baker—that is, 
tbe exterm ination of the slave trade, the an­ 
nexation of the Central African region tc the 
flag of the Khedive, and the establishment of 
trading pasta on the plateaux of Central 
A frica. 
A fter many hard,hipt and bard 
tichtiog with tbe natives L in g reached King 
M’ iVe, whose kingd .m nad previously been 
visited by Stanley, aüd the t< rritory of which 
ex'ends t." the shores of ihe Victoria Nyanza. 
For his labor», Colon-' Long rtceived the 
praises of his commander and the Kh, dive, 
and the rpc<-gnition cf numerous geceraphical 
bodies. The p ic ure shows him as an Kgvptian 
tffieer. 
On Lis return to Lower FLypt, 
Colonel Long prrseated the K hedive with a 
1-rge quantity of ivory— the proceeds of the 
Sile of which a ided handsomely to the coin in 
the im pcverisl ed treasury. 
L' ng did not 
remain any considerable time in the service of 
Ejjypti but in 1876 returned to the U nited 
Statrs to tngaae iu t ie study cf the law. 
Ahont six months ago, having completed his 
legal studies, he sailed for E gypt, determined 
to m rke his future in that country. 
Colonel 
Long is now about forty years of age, ot 
middle bight and fine m ilitary bearing. 
He 
is a good scholar iu the French and Arabic 
tongues.
